case, if you look at an Attorney General's Opinion that
came down on LB 890 i n which they were specifically asked
whether or not t he C oordinating Commission would be given a
series of powers in the areas of nursing, and that Attorney
General's Opinion very specifically states that the Coordinating
Commission, because of that case, could not
constitutionally be delegated sny kind of authority over the
c urrent B o ard of Reg e nt s or, for that matter, the board of
t rustees b e c ause o f those limitations. And so wi t h t he
constitutional amendment, we will, in fact, and it, in fact, is
the only way in which you can...that is the only way you ca n
provide any coor dination between syst ems or between
institutions, compared t o what we ha v e no w , i s th r ough a
constitutional amendment giving it to the Board of Regents as
proposed here. Otherwise, you would have to give i t t o t he
Coordinating Commission. As it is composed now, you could do
that by constitutional amendment.

S ENATOR WARNER: . . .but it would seem to me a far less desirable
approach than what i s p r oposed. So I would urge the b ody t o
reject the proposal and continue the concept of governance by
institutions and recognizing the cooperative and coordinative
efforts will be a responsibility, both constitutional and, in
fact, of the new Board of Regents in those instances where
institutions should be working together.
